THE HUNGARIAN CORONATION.

MAONIFICENT EPECTACLE IN PESTH—MAXIMILIAN
AND KOSSUTH APPARENTLY PORGOTTEN-—TIIE
CHOWN OF 8T. ETEFHEN PLACED ON THE HEAD
OF FRAKCIS JOBEPH—PHOOLAMATION OF THH
KING AND QUBEN—A ORAND BANQUET, AM-
NESTY, AND GENEHRAL REJOICING.

Prsrn, Hungary, June 8 —=The Emperor and
FEmpress of Austrin were erowned King and
(.plesn of Hupgary in this clty to-day, with all
the pomp and ceremony of the medieval ages.
The sun shone out brightly, but wis obsoured
b?v ing clonds, 1 ened by many to Lhe
8 mtlowlo the future of Hungary.

The anclent city of Pesth was crowdad with
vigitors from every part of the world, The
bouses and buolldings were splendidly deco-
rated. All the forelgn Ambassadors ncoredited
to the Ausirinn Court, with theexception of the
Miuister of the United States, were present at
the ceremonlal.

The reports of the condition of the health of
the Aunpsirian Archduchess Matilda, one of the
daoghters of the Archiduke Albert, the vietor of
Custozees, Who had recently a most sad calamity
by her clothes tuklnf fire, or of the aotual dan-
ger Lo Lhe life of the Kmperor Maximilian, were
not permitled Lo inlerfere with Lhe ceremonlos,
nor did the politieal letter recently isaued by
Louls Kossuth dimiblsh the popular lulerest
or enthusiasm Infthe proceedings -

The actual coronatlon took rlnm at Ofen,
aoross the river Danube, and the concluding
rites were performed bere, Eight huodred
Hungarian and Augstrian nobles, slxty pser-
esses, & bundred diplomatists, nud thousands of
strangers, were In the cortege and witnesses of
the scene, which was magniticent.

The Bishops of the Roman Catholle, Greek,
and Latin Cbhurches asslsted al the coronation,
dressed in thelr gorgeons ecoleslastical oos
tunmes, The Emperor was duly anoloted by
one of the 'relates, and robed with the ancleut
mantle, erown, aod shoes of 8t, Stephen, the
first Christian King of Hungary.

The Empress wns ancinied in the armpit
under the right arm. Liszt composed a special
coronaiion mass, which was sang by the lmpe-
rial cholr from Vienuoa,

After the coronntlon oeremony, the King
knl“:led severnl distingulshed nngarians,
His Majesty then rode oun horseback to Pesth,
where he solemnly took the Klogly oath, in
which le promised to recognlze Lhe anclent
Nmitse of Hungary. The pageant at this coro-
nation exceeded In magnificence, by far, any -
thing deseribed by Frolssurt orSir Walter Beott,
There has been nothing like it for centuries,
and its like will never la all probabllity be re.

TEXT OF THRE TREATY CONCLUDED AT LONBOXN.

The following is belleved to be the correct text
of the Trealy for the Neuotrallzation of Luxems-
bourg recently concluded at London;—

Iu (he name of the Most Holy and Indivisible
Trinlty—iis Mnajesty the King of the Nether-
Innds, Grund Doke of Luxembourg, aking into
oconsideration the change produced in the situs-
tion of the Grand Duchy, owlng to the dissolu.
tion of the ties which attached it to the former
German Confederntion, has invited thelr Ma-
Jestics the Emperor of the Frenoch, the Bmperor
of Austrin, the Queen of Eogland, the King of
the Helglang, the King of Prussia, and the Em-
peror of all the Russlas,to nssemble thelr repre-
senlatives at London, In order to come o an
understanding with the Plenipotentiaries of
his Majesty the King Grand Dukeas to the new
arrspgements to be oconcladed In the general
fnterest of pence,

And their Ma)estles, after baving accepted
this invitation, have resolved by common
accord to respond to Lhe desire His Majesty, Lhe
Kipg of Italy, has manifested to take part ln a
deliberation ‘\msmwul Lo offer & new pledge of
secarity for the malntenanee of the goneral
repose

n coonseqnence, their Majestles, in concert
with bis Mujesty the Kiog of Italy, desiring Lo

The rights whioh the mugnates of the House
of Nassuu possess in the snccession of the Grand
Duchy, by virtue of the same treaties, are
maintained. The high contraociing parties ac-
cept this present declaratlon and take nole
thereof.

2 The Grand Duchy within the limits deter-
mipned by the deed aunexed to the trealy of
April 19, 1809, nonder the guarantee af the Coarts

of Austria, Franee, Great Beltain, Prassia, and
Russia, sball henceforth constitale a perpetu-
ally peutral Btate.

The Surratt Trial,

WasiingToN, June 10.—~Tuhe Sarratt trial
was and 18 to-day the all-absorbing tople of con-
versation, and quite a crowd had amembled in
and abouf the Criminal Couari-room, long hefore
the hour announced for the oponlng of the
eonrt, 10 o'elock. Specnlations wers rife as
to whother or not the trinl would take place,

The exvitement relullve
to the enfe I8 muoh greater now than it was
on the £7th of May, when the cage was flrst set
for trial, and in anticipation of the presence of
a large ¢crowd, ample arrangements bad been
made in the conrt-room for the preservation of
order. Wiltha view to prevent snoronchment
upon the privileges of such persons as were an-
titled to admission within the bar, thesystem
of issuing tiokels was adopted, and was found
10 prevent confuosion,

ALUDB0 A, M. Judge Fisher entered the court-
room, and took a seat upon the bench, The
coutrt was formally opened at 10 o'clock.

1he attorneys for the defense, and Mr. Merrick
and the Mesars. Bradley, belng present, the Dis-

with subsistence at exorbitant prices, In fact,
the present war which {8 npon us s nothin
but a rald upon the Treasury of the Unl
States by the frontiersmen and army oon-
tractors, These men band together, nand make
false reports of allegod maessaores by Indlans
and then oall upon the Government tosend
lroopn to protect them, when In fact they only
ask for them that they may grow rich from the
supplies furnished them.
hese men see that the Pacifie Rallroad 1s fast

driving them out of busin beoause IL far-
nighed su Ppltnn cheaperand with more despaten
to onr milliary stations than the ranche tradars
could do; therefore, they get up tha war so that
the Indians oan be driven away from the lines
of rallrond, and our army following them must
be su p]lud’ as they were heretofore, To show
you the enormous proflis made by this olass of

eople It need only be stated that at Fort
Aramle our Government pays four dollars per
bushel for oals, five dollars for corn, and one
hgndnd and twenty-five dollars per ton for hay.

Theso prices are obtained by the sellers oreat.
ing the Impression that they run hairbreadtih
escapes on the routle to samp, when Lher nre in
fuet the lostigators of the hostiiities, Phe em-
ployes of the Unlon Pacific Rallroad ara ialso
advocates of war, becanse the transportation of
troops and passengers would put into the trea-
sury of the company large sums of money. In
fact, those only are for war who desire to plan=
der the Government, and the alleged atrooitles
of the Indians are merely used as moans Lo
consummate this robbery,

General Hancoek's expedition has rendered
